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ijHOSE who have Jtodled that period of onr annali 
I which it occupied by the reign of Charlei the Flrjt 
and the Commonwealth, not only In the pagei of 
I modem hijlorians and contcmporarief who wrote 
S conjcionjly for pojlerity, bat aljb in the inunenje 
majQfes of nndajjified and often uncatalc^ed docnmenti, joumalt^ 
Jbte papers, letters, treatljes, ballads, and jcrmont. In which the 
hopes, fears, and dejircs of the people exprcjjed thetnjelves from 
day to day, may probably have remarked, if their pnrjbits have 
kd them to contrajl oar Civil War with other portions of Britljh 
or Earopean hijlory, that then, for the firjl time In the modem 
world, fndlvldaal perjbnallty began to exerclje a marked efFeS 
upon contemporary politics. In the preceding :^;efl, from the time 
indeed when freedom jbnk onder the oi^nlzed imperialism of the 
Ciejais, until the outburjl of modem thought in the jixteenth cen- 
tury, human progrejs had been but little accelerated by perjbnal 
qualities. The Ignorance of external nature was too denjc, the aU- 
pervadlng influence of the dominant theology too Jlrong, the terrors 
jt wielded and the punljhments It threatened too frightful for the 
energy of any one perjbn to become conjplcaout In direSii^ public 
b 
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evehts or ttioolding th^ thcttghu of othen, except in thofe rare cafes 
where the minds of men had already been prepared by the Church's 
teaching, or by their Inherent or inherited Jiiperjlitiont. In the 
career of Sabt Bernard indeed^ and the few others of his Jlamp, who 
Jhed Jbth lujlre over the dftrk times In which they were placed, we fee 
the religious inJlinS of Wejlem Chrijlendom jlirred to a higher 
pitch of devotion by the labours of a jingle man ; but where the 
lejjons of the reformer took a dire&ion contrary to ecdejiajlical 
teaching, (and then theology Jeemed to embrace the whole area 
of human thought,) one refult only was pojjiible. The fate of thoje 
who Jlruggled to win freedom for themfelves and their kind is a fuffi- 
cient proof that it was neither the want of intelleCi, energy^ nor high- 
fouled devotion, that rendered their Uves and labours unfruitful. 
Even the pajjionate prophecy and withering fcom of the great Floren- 
tine could do nothing towards roujing mankind from its lethargy. 
The iirjl dejire of his heart was indeed accomplijhed ; Dante won for 
his Beatrice the highejl place in the ideal world of love and beauty, 
but againjl the ^^Jhe-wolT' even the invefiives of the ^Mnfemo" 
were powerlefs. 

The education of the European mind has progrejfed Jlowly ; it was 
not until the Tudor period of our hijlory that fociety could have 
exijled without the protefiion of a powerful religious cajle. A 
univerjal theocracy was the only injlitution Jlrong and free enough 
to curb the oppreJQfor, and with a fufBciently extended mental vifion 
to attempt the work of legijlation : by its means the brutal tyranny 
of the feudal lord was Jbmewhat kept in check ; and his fiercer paf- 
Jions, at leajl, did not pafs entirely without rebuke* Laws were 
made for the protefiion of Jlaves, infants, and women^ fuch as even 
a Norman baron or an Italian count feared to difobey* It does not 
feem pq(Jible that moral truths could have been brought home to 
the hearts of the people by any other means. If fo great a misfor- 
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tunc could have happ^ed as the premature overthrow of this fpiri- 
tual dominion it is almojl certain that a jimilar injlitutiony or one 
differing in outward accidents only, would have taken its place. 
And if it had not been Jo, the people would have lapfed into 
mere pagan fenfualifm ; a compound of Teutonic materialifm and 
Southern aeature-worjhip without the noblenejs of the one or die 
poe^ of the other. 

The great religious contejb of the jixteenth century, while they 
releajed the races of Northern Europe firom fubjefiion to one dajs 
of ideas which they had outgrown, left almojl everything to be 
accomplijhed in the direfiion of perfonal freedom. It is doubtful 
whether any of tho/e engaged on either jide in that memorable 
Jlrife even underjlood what is now meantiiy liberty. 

The Jingularly complex nature of our political and focial rela- 
tions on the acc^on of the Stuart dynajly tended greatly to deve* 
lope individual energies, and thus to produce that marked^contrajl 
between the Civil- War era and all preceding ones, which {s per-, 
haps the mojl interejling phenomenon prefented by that memprable 
contejL Probably no dejcendant of the Plantagenets, then alive, 
was more unfitted to rule England than the weak perjbn whom politi- 
cal necejjity forced upon us on the death of the noble-minded Eliza-^^ 
beth. It would have taxed the highejl energies of a wife and brave 
Jbvereign to have governed a land Jo dijlrafied with religious fac 
tions with dignity and in peace. James pojfejfed neither courage 
nor wifdom, but had the abfence of thoje virtues been his chief 
defefi, his reign might have caufed lefs evil. His political bigotry; 
mitigated as it was in afiion by his extreme cowardice, was not 
calculated to produce the worjl refults $ but unfortunately, like 
many other feeble-minded men, he took intenfe delight in theological 
Jpecolation. As the head of the ejlablijhed religion in England it was 
the gbvious duty of the chief magijlrate to make that body as little 
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oiFenjive to the people as the nature of jb jingular a compromife 
would admit of; but, from influences which it probably would be eajy 
to trace to their origin, the king's mind was bent upon purfuing 
an oppojite courje. The extreme nature of the religious faSions 
into which his realms were divided, Jpurred on the zeal of the 
theologian not to be a minijler of peace but an enforcer of uniformity. 
The Catholics, who had received in the early part of the reign fome 
jlight mercy, when the monarch found himjelf Juf&dently powerful 
to do Jb, were persecuted with unrelenting Jeverity. The increajmg 
body of Puritans (a dejignation which mujl be underjlood to in- 
clude perfons of nearly all varieties of opinion who were oppojed 
to dejpotijm in the Jlate and extreme Epifcopalian views on Church 
government) hated the ruling powers almojl as intenjely as did their 
brethren of the Roman obedience, and with nearly as good reajbn ; 
ibr, although they were not fubjefi to capital punijhment, like the 
members of the ancient faith, their lives were rendered miferable by 
jlate tyranny. The Puritans, certainly had not, at firjl, any Jlrong 
feeling, againjl monarchical power when rejlrained within due 
bounds, — Jbme, indeed, profejjing to the lajl their dejire for ^^ a 
covenanted King," but they naturally became, as time wore on, lefs 
and lefs attached to the exijling order of things. It is probable 
that a Jbrong-willed and unprincipled monarch might have played 
off theje fafUons againjl each other with conjiderable perjbnal ad- 
vantage. It is evident that James endeavoured to do Jb, and as 
he had at times able minijlers about him, it is not unlikely that 
even he might have Jucceeded had England been his only kingdom ; 
Scotland and Ireland happily prefented unfurmountable objlades to 
the crujhing out of either of theJe religious bodies. The northern 
kingdom was entirely Puritan $ the Catholic Church in that region 
had not merely fallen, — its members had been Jb hunted down by 
their jiiccejfors, that hardly an avowed profejfor of the old religion 
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Vf9M to be found. Epifcopacy, indeed, was Jlill juppofed to exijl, but 
its jfarange and unedifying hijlory was Jo well known, that we cannot 
/uppoje it appealed very forcibly to the conjciences of any but thoje 
dependent on government patronage. On the other hand, Ireland 
had dung with the tenacity of defpair to the mediaeval form of 
ChriJUanity— it was the only thing that connefied her with the far 
off pajl, that carried back the memories of her poor perfecuted 
children to times when they had at leajl one powerful protefior on 
earth firom the opprejjion of their conquerors. This pajjionate at- 
tachment decked the mythic pajl with the rainbow tints of unreal 
beauty, it became part of an Irijhman's faith that his country had 
once had a golden age of peace, prosperity, and virtue, under the 
mild guardianjhip of the Church of God. 

The attempts made to convert thefe kingdoms to the King's views 
were too weak to produce any eifefi except irritation; but they 
mujl be borne in mind in calculating the forces which produced the 
revolution that followed. 

Charles was a far nobler man than his father ; had he ruled 
in other times he might have left a favourable imprejjion on pojle- 
rity ; in the circumjlances in which he was placed his higher qua- 
lities were almojl entirely ^hidden. Whether it was by force of 
hereditary tranfmijjlion, or the refult of education, that Charles re- 
Jembled James cannot now be known, but the fame weak nature is 
remarkable in the child as in the parent, — ^the fame objlinacy, the 
jame theological injlinfis with even lejs dijlrujl of his own power of 
enforcing convifiion, and a greater affefiion for the mechanical 
parts of religious worjhip. His faith in the fanfiity of his own 
c^ce was probably more Jincere than his father's. It was dan- 
gerous in proportion to its Jincerity. 

The hijlory of the political and religious Jlrug^les of thefe reigns, 
of the forty years' battle for liberty, fought with varying fuccefs at 
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Wcjhninjler when there was a parliament at the Council Board, In 
the lawocourta and die jhires when the king ruled alone, has come 
down to us in a very unattrafiive form. The various leaders have 
as yet bad but Utde JuJUce done to thefar memories, the more obfcure 
men have quite pajjed out of memory. Let us remember that to 
them we owe much of what followed both of good and evil. 

The long contejl, ere an appeal to arms was thought of, prepared 
Englijh minds for felf-govemment, and Jhooh to its bafe that belief 
in the holinefs of the kingly office, which the Reformation had fof- 
tered, and which fubjequent events had developed into an article of 
faith. Ere the war of words was fujpended by a Jlemer conilifi, I 
believe that among the mafs pf the people, the dream of the divine 
right of kings had pajfed away for ever. A figment fuch as that 
once jhattered could never be re|lored, even the faturnalia of the 
Refloration could only reproduce its fembhince in thofe profejponally 
interejled. The cry-« 

** Caefar in urbe fua Deiis eft," 

found no echo in men's hearts. If the reader wijhes to hear it, and 
is not to be deterred by blafphemy or filth, let him read the fermons 
of the court-preachers and the rhyme4K>oks of the court-poets. 

It {s not my intention, in this reprint of a Civil-War trafi, to 
trace, even in the merejl Jkeleton manner, the hijlory of the period. 
A word or two Jeems, however, to be required to account for the 
appearance of this little book. = I have long been making coUefiions 
relative to the lives of thoje perjbns who were engaged on both Jides 
during the Great Civil War. In the work I have in progrefs I 
Jhall include, as far as poJJible» every officer who bore a commijjiion 
from King or Parliament, and many other perfons who rendered 
themfelves conjpicuous in the convuljions of the time, Of courfe I 
Jhall not omit to give a plgce to the many nobfe women alfo who fuf*

fered on either fide. It will be readily underjlood that althodgh 
the worH in qtiejlion will be made aa concije ai it pojjiblei conjijlently 
with communicating the fafit of the various lives, it is yet a laborious 
undertaking, which cannot be brought to a condujion for Jbme years. * 
It wasy however, fuggejled to me by my publijher that a reprint of the 
following Army Lijl would be welcomed by many jlud«its as a handy 
work of reference in reading contemporary hijlorians« Its u/efuU 
nejs to thofe engaged in topographical and genealogical jludies is 
evident. To fuch a book it wi^ perhaps unnecejjary to add notes f 
I have, neverthelefSiL for the convenience of the general reader, 
given a line or two of biographical memoranda to the names of mq|l 
of thofe perfons who rendered themfelves prominent. To have 
enlarged them further fo as to include the more obfcure would 
have been but to anticipate very imperfefily a future publication. 
The trafi, of which the following pages are a reprint, is preserved 
in the Bodleian Library. I never faw another copy, but I believe 
one or two more exijl ; it is, however, of extreme rarity. The liJl 
of the Earl of Ejjex's army is to be found alfo in a feparate 
pamphlet, with which this edition has been compared. A reprint 
of its title-page occurs here in the proper place. 

Although the date 1642 occurs on the title, it is certain that this 
Lijl was not iJQfued until that year had, according to modem compu- 
tation, dofed. It will be borne in mind, however, that the legal 
year in the Seventeenth century begun on the 25th of March, the 
feajl of the Annunciation of the BleJJed Virgin Mary, and that 
therefore a booh iJQfued from the prefs before that day in the year

Ifaac Doriflaus. 

Ifaac Doriflaus was a friend of Sir Henry|Mildmay, and the firft Lord Brooke. 
Through thepnfluence of the latter he was appointed to read a hiftorical le^hire in 
Cambridge ; but was foon filenced on account of his maintaining anti-monarch- 
ical principles. His great knowledge of Civil Law caufed his nomination to tlie 
office of Judge Advocate of the Army.^For the fame reafon he was fhortly 
afterwards made one of the Judges of the Court of Admiralty. He made him- 
felf efpecially hateful to the Royalifts by affifting to prepare the charge of High 
Treafon againft Charles I. In the beginning of May, 1649, he failed for Hol- 
land as Envoy from the Englifh Parliament to the Hague j he had only fpent 
a very fhort time there when, on the 12th, or, according to others, the 15th of 
May, as he was taking his fupper at the Witte Zwaan (White Swan) Inn, fomc 
five or fix men in mafks entered the houfe, blew out the lights in the paffage, 
and ruihed into the public room, where he, in company with eleven other 
guefb, was fitting. Two of the confpirators immediately made a murderous 
attack on a Dutch gentleman named Grijp van Valkenfteyn, fuppofing him to 
be the Englifh Envoy. Finding out their miftake, however, they fet upon 
Doreflaus, and flew him with many wounds, exclaiming as they did the deed, 
" Thus dies one of the King's Judges." The leader of this execrable gang was

IPARLUMENT.I 



A true Copie of the Infiruliiens agreed upon hy the Lords and 
Commons affembled in Parliament ^ andjent to his Excellent 
the Earle of EJfex Lord General! of the Army, concerning 
the advancing of his Forces towards His Majejiy, 6fc. 

IRST youjfaall carefully rejlrafne all Impieties, Pro- 
phanenejje, and DiJbrderSf Ryot, Infolence, and 
Plundering in your Souldlers, ai well byjirid and 
Jevere punijhment of juch offences, as by all other 
meanet which you in your wijedomcs jhall thinke fit. 
Secondly, your Lordjhip is to march with Jiich forces at you 
thinke iit towards the Army, raijed in hit Majejlies Name agalnjl 
the Parliament and Kingdome, and with them, or any part of them, 
to fight at Juch time and place as you Jhall Judge to conduce to the 
peace and Jafety of the Kingdom ; And you Jhall uje your utmojl 
endevours by Battaile or otherwije to rejcue his Majejlies perjbn, 
and the perjbns of the Prince, and Duke of Yorke, out of the hands 
of thoje dejperate perfons who are now about them. 

Thirdly, yon Jhall take an opportunltie in Jbme fafe and honour- 
able way, to canje the Petition of both HouJes of Parliament here- 
with Jent unto you, to be presented unto his MaJeJUe, and If his 
MajeJKe Jhall pleafe thereupon to withdraw himjelfe from the forces 
now about him, and to rejbrt to the Parliament, you jhall caufe all 
theje forces to dijband, and Jhall /ecure and defend his MaJejUe with 
a Jufiident Jlrength in his returne. 

Fourthly, you Jhall publljh and declare, that If any, who have 
been Jeduced by the falfe ajperjions cajl npon the proceedings of the 
Parliament, as to ajjijl the King in the aSIng of thoJe dangerous 
Counjels, Jhall willingly within ten dayes after Juch pabtication in 
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the Army, returne to their dutie, not doing any hojlile a3 within 
the time limited, and Joyne themfelves with the Parliament, in de- 
fence of Religion, his Majejlies perjbn, the Liberties and Lawes of 
the Kingdome, and priviledges of Parliament, with their perjbns 
and EJlateSy as the Members of both Houfes, and the rejl of the 
Kingdome have done : That the Lords and Commons will be ready 
upon their jubmijjion to receive fuch perjbns in fuch manner as they 
/hall have caufe to acknowledge they have been ujed with clemency 
and favour : Provided, that this Jhall not extend to admit any man 
into either Houfe of Parliament who Jlands fujpended, without 
giving Jatisfafiion to the Houfe whereof he Jhall be a Member : and 
except all perjbns who Jland impeached, or particularly Voted in 
either Houje of Parliament for any delinquency whatjbever ; Ex- 
cepting likewije juch Adherents of thofe who jland impeached in 
Parliament of Treafon, as have been eminent perfons and chiefe 
ASors in thofe Treajbns ; And except the Earle of BriJloU, the 
Earle of Cumberland, the Earle of New-CajUe, the Earle Rivers, 
Secretary Nicholas, Majler Endimion Porter, Majler Edward Hide, 
the Duke of Richmond, the Earle of Camarvan, the Lord Vifcount 
Newarke, the Lord Vifcount Faulkland, being one of the principall 
Secretaries of State to his Majejlie. 

Fifthly, you jhall apprehend the perfons of all thefc who Jland 
impeached in Parliament, or have been declared Traytors by both 
or either Houfe of Parliament, or other Delinquents, and you Jhall 
fend them unto the Parliament to receive condigne punijfament ac* 
cording to theiiyofFences. 

Sixthly, you Jhall receive the Loanes, or Contributions of Money, 
Plate, or Horfe from all his Majejlies loving SubjeSs, which they 
Jhall be willing to make for the fupport of the charge of the Army, 
and better difcharge of the fervice of the Common-wealth ; And 
you jhall certifie all fuch Jummes of Money, and the value of fuch 
Horfes, that the perfons thereupon may have the publique faith for 
payment to be made unto them, as to others of his Majejlies Sub- 
jeSs upon the fubfcription of Money, Plate, and Horfe. 
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Seventhly, yon Jhall carefblly protcS all his Majejlies lovu^ 
Sabjefit from rapine and violence by any of the Cavaliers, or other 
of Ws Majejlies pretended Army, or by any of the Souldiers of the 
Army which you command ; and yon jhall cauje the Armour and 
Goods of any perjbn to be rejlored to them from whom they have 
been uojujUy taken. 

Eighthly, yoa Jhali objerve fuch further DireSions and Injlmc- 
tions as yoa from time to time receive from both Honjes of Par-
